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Educational Communications Corporation announced last week by the Ministers of Educa- 
tion.

Initially the corporation will serve as an umbrella covering the educational television 
operations of CARET in Calgary and MEETA in Edmonton, plus CKUA radio facilities, 
Edmonton. Mr. R.A Morton, formerly associate director of curriculum for the Department 
of Education, has been named planning director for the corporation, effective immediately. 


“At this stage we are primarily interested in setting up a framework within which a lot of 
things can be done educationally,”” stated Mr. Morton. ‘’The government is not necessarily 
buying the entire Worth Report, but the Corporation will make advances in educational 
communication facilities possible when the government decides to advance in various areas.” 


P.E.P. ... Alberta’s Priority Employment Program ... went into high gear December 6th, with 
an approved extra-ordinary expenditure of 12 million dollars. It is the provincial effort to 
complement federa! action in attempting to cut back on unemployment during the winter 
months.

The pattern of the program will generally follow that of 
last year’s. An estimated 6,000 unemployed Albertans should benefit from the program.
